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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1-30 in the reply filed on 
12/19/05 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the grounds that the examination of all 
the claims is not believed to create an undue burden to the USPTO and the subject 
matter among the groups is not independent and distinct as required by the statue. This 
is not found persuasive because claims 31 and 32 specifically recite "a first PCI Express 
lane buffer " and "a second lane buffer " which none of the claims in Group I, claims 1-30 
recites which would require further consideration and additional search. Therefore, the 
requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. Applicant should 
cancel claims 31 and 32 in response to this office action. Claims 1-30 are presented for 
examination. 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The examiner believes that 
the title of the invention is broad. A descriptive title indicative of the invention will help in 
proper indexing, classifying, searching, etc. See MPEP 606.01 . However, the title of 
the invention should be limited to 500 characters. 

3. The drawings filed on 1/15/04 are acceptable by the examiner for examination 
purposes. However, the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) reviews drawings 
initially for publication purposes. Direct any inquiries concerning drawing review for 
publication purposes to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE). See MPEP 507 
for detail information. 

4. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

5. Claims 1-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. The examiner notes the following ambiguities. 
However, all claims should be revised carefully to eliminate all grammatical errors and 
antecedent basis problems. 

As per independent claim 1 , the claim is vague and indefinite because of the 
word "type" in lines 3 and 5. The addition of the word "type" to an otherwise definite 
expression extends the scope of the expression so as to render it indefinite. For legal 
precedent, see Ex parte Copenhaver . 109 USPQ 118 (Bd. App. 1955). 

As per independent claims 13, 17 and 30, the claims have similar problems as 
mentioned in claim 1 above. Applicant should cancel the word "type" from each claim 
and make appropriate changes to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter. 

Furthermore, as to claims 13, 20 and 30, the claims are incomplete because "a 
first mode of operation" is claimed in each claim. However, it is unclear as to how many 
other modes are there in the system. 

As per dependent claims 2-12, 14-16, 18, 19 and 21-29, the claims incorporate 
the deficiencies of the respective parent claims. 

6. Claims 1 -30 would be allowable over the prior art of record if rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in 
this Office action. 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance : 
The claimed invention is directed to "method and device for transmitting data". 
The examiner has done complete search and found no prior art, alone or in 
combination, teaches or fairly suggests the limitation such as, "a first set of connections 
to support a symmetric PCI Express data transfer in a first mode of operation and a 
second set of connections to support an asymmetric PCI Express data transfer in a 
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second mode of operation" in combination with other claimed elements as claimed in 
independent claim 1 and similar limitations in independent claim 13, 17, 20 and 30. 
Dependent claims 2-12, 14-16, 18, 19 and 21-29 further limit the subject matter of the 
respective parent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted in 
response to this office action to avoid processing delays. Such submissions should be 
clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance".
